Fulbright delivered his 
charges in the third of a series 
of addresses on the "Arrogance 
of Power" at the Johns Hop- 
Jidns School of Advanced In- 
fternational Studies. 

• Earlier yesterday, former 
Republican presidential candi- 
date Barry Goldwater demand- 
ed that Fulbright resign as 
chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. 
Goldwater said no American 
had the right to call the United 
States "arrogant and self- 
righteous and expansionist and 
immoral." 

"And that goes double for 
doing it in time of war and 
in a fashion that lends sup- 
port and aid and comfort to 
our enemies," Goldwater fold 
3000 Republican women in a 
speech at the opening session 
of the national GOP Wdmen’s 
Conference.

Fulbright argued against 
making numerous American 
commitments like Vietnam 
which “though generous and 
benevolent in intent, are so 
I universal as to exceed even 
(Americas great capacities.** 
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
